in Wasbo* county that tbere i* a rich 
gold quartz deposit near the springs 
Tbe rook from which the aesay wa* 
made a* reported came from a place ou 
tbe ledge about fifty feet below tbe 
•urfaae of tbe earth. 


Tbe valoe given to tbe public IB ap- 


proximately $4,500 chiefly in gold. The

miners respecting 
Us correct'.eg*. 


Such values are rare, which baa a ten- 
dency lo create misgivings upon tbe 
theory that a mistake may have oo- 
onrred lo some way in arriving at tbe 
value of tbe deposit.

ity of a mistake OQcuting in some way 
in connection with tbe rock, 01 in ite 
assay valor, tnt tbat makes very lull* 
difference to our purpose, wben re- 
viewing the n: k eral deposit* within a 
ladin* of forty miles from Steamboat.
